Rabbit Hunting Is 
Exciting For 


If you have been around as Jong as I have you probably remem- 
ber the heydays of rabbit hunting. Many a cottontail ended up 
becoming the evening meal thanks to a schoolboy and his single 
barrel shotgun. 

Rabbit hunting is not as popular as it once was in Alabama, due 
partially to the popularity of deer and turkey hunting. Another 
cause for the decline in rabbit hunting is that there.are less rabbits 
than there were twenty or thirty years ago. The change in farming 
practices, urban sprawl and a large predator population has con- 
tributed to reduced rabbit numbers also. 


While rabbit numbers may not be what they. used to be, they are . 


still plentiful enough to provide a new experience to the beginning 
hunter and renew old memories for us who remember the “good 
old days”. Rabbits can be hunted with a pack of beagles or “walked 
up” in briar patches and cut over woodlands. Hunting rabbits with 
beagles is a memorable experience for anyone new to rabbit hunt- 
ing. Rabbits tend to return to the-same area where the hounds 
jumped them; giving hunters time to take a stand and hopefully get 
a shot. 


The key to a successful rabbit hunt today is finding a food’ 


source close to thick cover such as large briar patches. Rabbits pre- 
fer succulent foods high in nutrition. Native forbs and grasses 
combined with fertilized agricultural crops and food plots such as 
clover, oats and wheat attract rabbits. They are also fond of fertil- 
ized lespedezas, emerging soybeans and cowpeas. 

Rabbits can be found feeding early in the morning where food 
and cover join. A fully camouflaged hunter stalking the field edge 
with a scope sighted .22 or shotgun will usually get a shot, By mid 
morning rabbits are hold up in thick cover. .Many believe rabbits 
have adapted to the coyote invasion by learning to bed in the thick- 
est, impenetrable bramble patches that can be found. 

Hunters entering these areas will need high top boots and briar 
pants. Two or three hunter on line can move through these” dense 
areas kicking brush piles and get enough shots to make the day 
interesting, Just remember to shoot in front of the rabbit instead of 
at that bobbing cotton ball as he streaks by you. 

Another method | learned from my uncle's farm worker was 
how to “bed” rabbits. Paul had the uncanny ability to spotrabbits 
in the bed by walking slow and stopping every few. feet. He would 


bend over and scan everything in the briar patch. He taught me to * 


spot the oversized eyes of a motionless rabbit. 

Deer season will soon be over, but you can extend your hunting 
season another month chasing Br Rabbit. Almost any open choked 
shotgun or .22 rifle will do. And if you really want a challenge try 
a .22 pistol. When hunting with the pistol, just make sure you have 
an alternative meat.source in mind for dinner.

March, Mr. Hartwell was 
involved in what was to be a 
march from Dexter Avenue 
Baptist Church to the Capitol 
Building where the demonstra- 
tors planned to kneel and pray. 
There had been a back-and-forth 
disucssion between Governor 
George Wallace and Reverand 
Martin Luther King for an entire 
week about the march, Governor 
Wallace said they would not 
march and Reverend King said 
‘that they would. This incident 
took place during May around 


Memorial Day because their pur- 
pose was to kneel at the Capitol 
to pray for Black soldiers. - The 
marchers gathered at the church 
s_ but by that time 
there was’ a 
huge crowd of 
white ~ people 
gathered along 
Dexter Avenue 
and were shout- 
ing insults and 
throwing things 
at the building. 
One of the 
things they were 
shouting was 
for Reverend 


ZC Assistant Principal King to come 
Bobby. Hartwell out, 


They 

thought he was 
inside but he had already been 
taken out of town for his own 
safety. The marchers inside the 
church decided that they would 
come out of the church about 
five or six abreast and this would 
make for a smooth transition 


from the church to the street, . 


When the leaders of the march 
stepped out of the church and 
started down the steps they were 
told by the Montgomery County 
Sheriff that if they set foot on a 
Montgomery Street they would 
have their heads split open. Mr. 
Hartwell said that at this time he 
was in the group about four peo- 
ple from the| front. One of the 
leaders was about to step forward 
when another pulled him back 


and said, “Don't step on that . 


street.” At this time the doors of 
the church were closed to keep 
the rest of the marchers inside: 
The problem with this was that 
about 50 of the marchers had 
been left outside with a huge 
crowd of angry, white 
Alabamians, At this point the 
fire hoses were turned on the 
marchers and Mr, Hartwell said 
that he remembered the wind 
blowing and that the water was 
very cold. The water was not 
only cold but the pressure was 
song enough to hurt when the 


water hit a person. 

Mr. Hartwell and about six of 
his friends from Alabama State 
Univesity had walked from the 
university to downtown to take 
part in the march. The problem 


was that when everything was. 


over they had to walk back, He 
said that the. thought of walking 
through downtown Montgomery 
after a civil rights demonstration 
was a scary thing to do. The six 
agents the FBI had sent to town 
to keep order during the demon- 
stration escorted him and_ his 
friends back to the university. 
One of. the agents was Nicolas 
Katzenbach, 


his experiences first- hand. He 
Was present at the Montgomery 
bus boycott.
